WASHINGTON UP — Ben Moreel has opened 
a bag of tom cats. He is a retired admiral and chair­ 
man of the Hoov er Commission’s task force on 
water resources and public power. 
His 26 -man group did the groundwork inv estiga­ 
tion for the 12-man commission headed by former 
President Hoov er. The task force, set up in Nov em­ 
ber 19 53, handed an 1,8 00 page report to the com­ 
mission on March 31, 19 55. 
Now the commission, free to accept or reject the 
task force findings, will make a recommendation to 
the President and Congress on water resources and 
public power. The task force and commission rec­ 
ommendations are due out in about a week. 
But in a speech at St. Louis J une 15 Moreell, who 
is chairman of the board of J ones & Laughlin 
Steel Corp , indicated: 
1. His group recommended to the commission that 
the federal gov ernment sell its power plants — and 
get out of the business of selling electric power — 
to priv ate utilities or, if that can’t be done, states 
or local communities. 
2. The Hoov er Commission itself will not, in its 
recommendations to the President and Congress, 
go along with ev ery thing the task force proposed. 
But Moreell did not hint what ex actly the commis­ 
sion will say . 
He did, howev er, say its recommendations will be 
a compromise between political and economic con­ 
siderations. This seemed an oblique suggestion his 
task force was motiv ated strictly by economics. 
3.He will “ do all in my power to mobilize pub­ 
lic support” for those parts of the commission's 
recommendations with which he agrees. 
This promise points to perhaps an ev en more in­ 
tensiv e fight, lasting for y ears inside and outside 
Congress, on the old dispute ov er public v ersus 
priv ate power or, to put it briefly : Should the gov ­ 
ernment sell electric power in competition with pri­ 
v ate enterpise? 
Moreel did not say outright in his St. Louis speech 
what his task force’s recommendations would be. 
Nev ertheless, here are some of the conclusions he 
said he arriv ed at: 
1. No new federal power projects should be built. 
There is no present or prospectiv e need for federal 
power activ ities. 
2. It is unfair to say federal power plants are a 
y ardstick for the electric rates priv ate utilities 
should charge since the gov ernment plants pay no 
tax es and hav e been financed at lower interest 
rates. 
Pulling together some pieces in Mpreell’s speech, 
this seems to be his philosophy : the nation’s tax ­ 
pay ers in general shouldn't hav e to bear the costs 
for the benefits receiv ed by local consumers in some 
particular area cf the country . 
Besides, he said, the gov ernment has used water 
resources and power dev elopment for social and 
political instead of strictly economic ends. The 
gov ernment, he said, does not owe a responsibility 
to supply any community , section or region with its 
power requirements.

Catholic Schools, 


Belgians Told 


BRUSSELS, Belgium WI — Bel- 
gium’s 
Roman Catholic bishops 
have told their flock they have an 
obligation to send their children 
to church schools, not those con­ 
trolled by the state. 
“There is for the Christian only 
one really satisfactory school: The 
Catholic school,” the six bishops 
said in a letter read Sunday in 
Catholic churches throughout the 
country. 
The letter referred to “the evil 
law submitted to Parliament’s ap­ 
proval on June 13 to cut govern­ 
ment aid to Catholic schools and 
said, “it is impossible that a law 
which meets the decided opposi­ 
tion of the greatest part of the 
Belgian population might be main­ 
tained long.” 
The education bill being pushed 
by the Socialist-Liberal govern­ 
ment headed by Premier Achille 
van Acker has caused bitter clash­ 
es between police and Catholic 
demonstrators. 
More demonstra­ 
tions against it have been sched­ 
uled for July 2 in Liege and July 
IO in Brussels. 
The bill has been approved by I 
the lower house of Parliament and 
is now awaiting Senate action. 
About 934.000 of the country’s 
1,646,000 children attend Catholic 
schools.

It is gen erally reco gn ized that 
chemicals o f o n e k in d o r an o ther 
are n ecessary in o rder to p ro du ce 
p ro du cts, as well as to p ro tect o u r­ 
selv es again st in sect an n o y an ce 
an d in sect-bo rn e diseases. They 
are lik ewise n eeded to p rev en t
